Police had been watching the 


24 hours a day for two months. 
When. they made their raid yes- 
terday, they found in the shop 
3000 sheets of counterfeit. St. 
Louis tax stamps, each sheet for 
a total of $4 in taxes. They also 
found 80 plates, mostly for use 
in printing pornographic picture 
booklets, and for printing cigar- 
ette tax stamps of Indiana and 
Oklahoma. 

Costello, racketeer and hoodlum 
and an associate of Leo Brothers, 
another notorious ex-convict, was 
arrested in front of the. printing

Arrested with him were Albert 
Darnell, owner of the shop; Har- 
vey Sledge, a lithographer, and 
Fred Brissam.

Sledge, a Negro, and Darnell 
admitted their part in the coun- 
terfeiting scheme, police re ‘

Brissa said he met 
Costello through Leo Brothers, his 
cellmate in prison, when Brissa 
was serving a term for armed 
robbery. 

Darnell said Costello and Brissa 
hired him to print the bogus 
stamps. During the day, Darnell 
told police, his shop handled -legi- 
timate orders. At night, he and 
Sledge printed the stamps and 
pictures, Darnell said he received 
only $200 of the $8000 he was 
promised by Costello and Brissa. 
Sledge said he was promised $500 
but got nothing. 

Besides the 3000 printed sheets 
of stamps, Darnell had paper to 
print 6000 more, police reported. 
Darnell said no stamps had been 
delivered, however. 

No formal charges were placed 
against the men. Police said the 
four may be charged under an 
Illinois law on forgery and coun- 
terfeiting, which carries a penalty 
of one to 14 years in p

His statement released by the 
Army read: “In answer to a query 
Gen. Clay stated that he had dis- 
missed Alexander Sacks from the 
Service of the United States Gov- 
ernment. He had done this before, 
but upon request of the Depart- 
ment of the Army, pending inves- 
tigating by the Ferguson commit- 
tee, Sacks was reinstated, As soon 
as restrictions imposed by e 
Department of the Army expired, 
Gen, Clay discharged Sacks for 
the same reason that he had dis- 
missed him previously.” 

The previous reason cited by 
Gen. Clay was “disloyalty.” 

Regarding the Ferguson report 
as ample justification of his client, 
Berge wrote to Acting Secretary 
Gray May 3 demanding that all 
charges against Sacks now be 
dropped. 

Letter From Gray. 

Under date of May 13 he re- 
ceived from Gray the following 
reply: n 

This will acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of 3 May, 1949, with 
regard to Mr. Sacks. 

“The basis on which Mr. Sacks 
was suspended and his subsequent 
reinstatement by direction of the 
Secretary of the Army, is now 
considered a closed case. 

“Subsequent to the filing of the 
Ferguson committee report an of- 
ficer at the headquarters of Amer- 
ican Military Government in Ber- 
lin' advised a representative of this 
office that no further action af- 
fecting Mr. Sacks would be initi- 
ated relating to the charges made 
by him before the Ferguson com- 
mittee.

House Group Demands 
Proof of Rival Claims 
for Bomber and St. 
Louis-Built Jet Fighter. 


The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee today ordered the Defense 
Department to conduct impartial 
tests of the Air Force’s B-36 bomb- 
er following claims by the Navy 
that its St. Louis-made fighter, 
“The Banshee,” could shoot down 
a B-36. 

Dan A. Kimball, new assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Air, 
made the claim in reply to a ques- 
tion by Representative James E. 
Van Zandt, a member of the 
Armed Services Committee. The 
Congressman asked the Navy if it 


had a fighter “capable of inter- 
cepting and shooting down the 
B-36.” 


“The answer is affirmative,” 
said Kimball in a letter to Van 
Zandt, made public today. Chair- 
man Carl Vinson then told his 
Armed Services Committee “it 
was time the American people got 
a satisfactory answer to the con- 
troversial question,” whether the 
six-engine B-36 is almost impos- 
sible to intercept, as the Air Force 
claims. 

Vinson said the committee 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
calling for the test and added he 
was “inclined to think it will be 
persuasive.” He said he had men- 
tioned the proposed tests to De- 
fense Secretary Louis Johnson and 
Air Secretary W. Stuart Syming- 
ton and found them both “en- 
thusiastic.” Symington is a St.

The Navy contends the B-36 can- 
not perform at its best, exce 
under specialized conditions. This,

Cloy to be the first United States 
High Commissioner to Germany. 
He will leave for Berlin within 
the near future.“ 
Directors of the World Bank ac- 
cepted McCloy’s resignation and 
elected Eugene Black, now a di- 
rector, as president. 
McCloy, 54 years old, gave up a 
remunerative law practice in New 
Tork to take over the presidency ~ 
on Feb. 28, 1947. During the war, 
he had been Assistant . 
of the War Department. 
Black, son of a one-time Federal 
Reserve Board chief, became 
United States representative on 
the World Bank's board of direc- 
tors Feb. 28, 1947. He had been a 
vice president of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of New. York. 

The White House said McCoy 
will also serve as military gover- - 
nor of the United States ;occupa- 
tion zone of Germany pending the 
shift to civilian government: 
Presumably in his new job, Mc- - 
Cloy will draw $25,000 a year—un- 
less Congress decides to provide a 
special salary for that assignment. 
His World Bank post netted him - 
$30,000 a year after taxes. 

The United States, Britain and 
France have made plans to give 
the Germans in their occupation 
zones a large degree of responsi- 
bility for governing themselves, 
and with the shift, strictly military 
control will end.

NEW ATOMIC ENERGY 
PROCESS CAN TELL 
HOW CLEAN CLEAN IS 


Atomic energy makes it possible | 
to measure “how clean is clean,” 
it was reported today by Dr. How- 
ard Nason, director of the Mon- 
sarto Chemical Co. research labor- 
atory in Dayton, O. 

The use of Carbon 14, a radio- 
active compound, provides a 
method of measuring the amount 
of dirt in a metal surface that is 
1000 times more sensitive than 
present methods, he said. The sys- 
tem, worked out in measuring the 
cleansing properties of metal- 
cleaning detergents, is important 
in such work, as electro-plating. 
‘where surface dirt may cause a 
flaw in metal. 

“The chemical can detect traces 
of soil beyohd the sensitivity of 
even the most refined of present 
methods which depend on physical 
measurements,” Dr. Nason said. 
Details of the new measuring 
method were not disclosed.

SEARS MIDSUMMER 
CATALOGUE CUTS 
PRICES UP TO HALF 


CHICAGO, May 18 (AP)—Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. announced yester- 
day it was mailing its biggest 
midsummer sale catalogue in his- 
tory to its mail order customers. 

Price reductions range up to 50 
per cent on some items, the com- 
pany added, as compared with its 
spring-summer general catalogue. 

The 304-page book, listing 50 
per cent more merchandise than 
a year ago, shows an average cut 
of 15 per cent on furniture, nine 
per cent on paint, 16 per cent on 
percale sheets and pillowcases, 16

Opium, the base for morphine, 
is relatively easy to control, be- 
cause it is bulky and hard to hide, 
but the new drugs are small and 
compact and much easier to smug- 
gle. While opium was just opium 
by name in the good old days, the 
names of the new drugs have also 
gone on an international rampage. 
There are fifteen different deriv- 
atives from morphine, and each 
one has a right to a different man- 
ufacturer’s name in every country 
that makes it. Even in one coun- 
try ‘several manufacturers may 
have different names. 


COMMONS CLINCHES 
BRITAIN’S POSITION

Hong Kong and Shanghai is quite 
of another, more grim order. This 
city is sternly mobilizing for its 
own defense. It is mobilizing 
because there is a chance that 
something as ugly as what is now 
happening in Shanghai may start 


here within a few weeks or trol, 


months. It is mobilizing because 
there is even a very remote chance 
that China’s civil war may ‘be- 
come an international war when 
it reaches Hong Kong’s borders. 


Before too long (six weeks to 
three months is the best guess), 
the Communist “people’s liberation 
army” will arrive at the borders 
of Hong Kong’s leased territory 
on the mainland. Mao Tse-tung’s 
victorious troops will then face a 
reinforced Hong Kong garrison of 
some 12,000 British troops. If the 
“people’s liberation army” then at- 
tempts to “liberate” Hong Kong, 
the British troops will fight. 


The British do not expect to 
have to fight. Yet they are mak- 
ing their intention to resist if at- 
tacked as obvious as possible. 
Fighter planes have arrived at the 
totally inadequate Kaitak airfield 
on the mainiand. Aircraft car- 
riers and other fleet reinforce- 
ments are steaming toward Hong 
Kong. British troops in Singapore 
have been alerted to be ready for 
Hong Kong duty on short notice. 

All this is intended to warn 
the Communists that an attack on 
Hong Kong will mean war with a 
Major power. 


The Business View. 

There are other reasons why the 
British do not expect to have to 
fight. The business men, especial- 
ly, rather nervously hope that the 
Communists already have decided 
to allow Hong Kong to continue 
to function as a funnel for trade 
and a “window to the west.”

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No Vindication for Terminiello 

In the wake of the Supreme Court decision 
upholding the right of free speech even when it 
may incite unrest or anger, the Associated Press 
has interviewed the central figure of the case. 
He is the Rev. Arthur Terminiello, assistant pas- 
tor of a Roman Catholic parish in Pensacola, 
Fla. The Rev. Terminiello, who was suspended 
in 1945 by his church and reinstated two years 
ago, says that he regards the decision as a vin- 
dication of himself and the right of free speech. 

The priest is only half right. The decision is 
a great, if narrowly won, victory for the prin- 
ciple of freedom of speech. Of that there is not 
the slightest doubt. But it is no vindication of 
the man who exercised the right or of what he 
said. The priest preached hatred of Jews. He 
ranted against one of the finest of American 
women, Eleanor Roosevelt. He made himself a 
demagogic rouser of passions.

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Pioneer's Telephones 

It is up to the Missouri Supreme Court to un- 
tangle the snarled case concerning telephone 
service to the Pioneer News Service, Capone- 
dominated nerve center of the bookie racket. 
Judge Nangle’s ruling has caused Attorney Gen- 
eral Taylor to prepare an application for a writ 
of prohibition. A favorable ruling by the high- 
est state court would remove the matter froth

No doubt Judge Nangle is acting according to 
his own theory of the law, but his rulings are 
puzzling to the public. In his original order of 
April 12, the Judge restored Pioneer’s phones 
until “such time as the Public Service Commis- 
sion may order otherwise.” When the commis- 
sion did rule otherwise, basing its decision on a 
finding by ex-Gov. Donnelly and Attorney Gen- 
eral Taylor that Pioneer was using its phones to 
violate state gambling laws, Judge Nangle de- 
murred. He said the commission should have 
granted Pioneer a hearing. 

Now Judge Nangle has overruled motions of 
the State of Missouri and Southwestern Bell to 
dismiss his injunction. These motions were 
based on the Judge’s own contention, in his 
original order, that the matter was something to 
be decided by the Public Service Commission. 
When the commission did decide, the Judge felt 
it necessary to criticize its procedure. 

A writ of prohibition may cut this small Gord- 
ian knot. If that fails, the commission can easily 
establish in hearings that the Pioneer News 
Service is concerned only with promoting the 
gambling racket and therefore is not entitled to 
telephone service. It is operated by and for 
hoodlums and is sure to lose its case, whatever 
legalisms may intervene to postpone the day.

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THE LIGHT STILL BURNS ON AMERICA’S ALTAR 


Men Who Betrayed Their Calling

This column has a special significance in 
that three of the men involved in the N- 
note scandal were the executive editor, 
advertising manager and sports editor of 
the Danville Commercial-News, 6 Gannett 
newspaper. The three have been dismissed 
from their jobs. 


This is a discussion of the personal ob- 
ligation of newspaper men to their readers. 

It is inspired by the revelation that some 
30 men (the count has risen to BI— Editor's 
note.) connécted with Illinois newspapers 
were found to be on the state payroll in 
capacities unknown to the taxpayers, and 
were paid nearly $400,000 for part-time jobs 
of doubtfiA value to the state. 

That some of them may have earned the 
money they received could not smother the 
suspicion that the politicians’ aim was to 
influence the state’s press in favor of the 
former Gov. Green regime. That so many 
newspaper men could have suddenly and 
@multaneously come to believe the ar- 
rangement compatible with the standards 
of their craft is unbelievable. 

I could not retain my pride as a news- 
paper man if I did not raise my voice 
against this smear upon a profession which 
I know, after 48 years in it, to be predom- 
inantly trustworthy and incorruptible. No 
honest newspaper man can condone such 
smart practice, though his compassion may 
excuse those whose weakness brought this 
blot on the whole newspaper business. 


The best way newspapers can prove the 
basic honesty of the newspaper press is to 
condemn such deeds. Let the world ob- 
serve that it was newspapers and newspa- 
per men who discovered and exposed the 
atench within their own ranks. ‘ 

He who would become a real newspaper 


man, worthy of the respect of his associates / 


and of his readers, must assume obliga- 
tion of forthrightness and objectivity in 
presentation of the news and in expression 
of his views. He must not yield to temp- 
tations which would influence his writing 
beyond the inescapable reactions of his 
normal, natural self. In no other way can 
his news treatment be trusted or his opin- 
ions be respected. 

Readers do not expect supernatural 
things of newsmen. They know that those 
who write newspapers are subject to all of 
the human frailties; that they have the 


likes, dislikes and emotions common to all 
men. . 

Readers do have the right to expect that 
years of contact with all phases of life 
should give seasoned newsmen 4 perspec- 
tive and balance which better enables them 
to project the news; or, in the capacity of 
editor, to evaluate it, discuss it and com- 
ment upon it. 

Readers of editorials know that they are 
reading the opinions of a man or of a 
newspaper. The only reason they read 
them earnestly is because they assume that 
those who write them believe what they 
write. They don't have to agree with what 
they read, but they must feel that the 
writer is sincere or they will have no re- 
gard for him or for his paper. 

That is why a newspaper man must 
forego emoluments which might be accepted 
by many another who had only to clear his 
own conscience to accept it. Because the 
newspaper man’s conscience must be, in 
a sense, his community's conscience. Un- 
less he is willing to accept that responsibil- 
ity to his readers he cannot be a true 
newspaper man—nor go far. 

I am sorry for the fellows who fell for 
the age-old hokum out in Illinois. I know 
that many of them had little idea of the 
harm they Were doing; that they are heart- 
sick about it and would undo it all. They 
could not have realized the stigma their 
act would put upon newsmen everywhere; 
but they should have known that it could 
not remain secret. 

They should have known their own craft 
too well for that. Such dumbness of itself 
almost disqualifies them as newsmen. They 
should have known that so long as newspa- 
pers exist it will be newsmen who search 
out and uncover the dark and questionable. 

They should have known that it will al- 
ways be newspaper men who find out things 
people want to suppress—and that because 
one is a newsman gives him no means to 
conceal his own dubious deeds. 

For the newspaper will always tell every- 
thing and there will always be unfettered, 
uninfluenced newspaper men to learn the 
truth and tell it—even about a newspaper

| S the three Western nations are trying to work out a common

That there has been an ex- 
change of views is known and ad- 
mitted. But even if we did not 
know that intermediaries have

They have meant to meet on

Eastern Europe and 


The Russians have always been 
particularly insistent that Ger- 
many must have a strong central 
government. That is not so much 
because they have expected to 
capture it for Communism but 
because it is only with a strong 
central government that they can 
do their political and economic 
business. 

They have always wanted a 
government in Berlin which all 
the Germans would obey. They 
would have preferred a Commu- 
nist Government no doubt. But 
short of that they have wanted 
a government which could nego- 
tiate and make terms for the 
whole of Germany, unobstructed 
‘by local authorities—particularly 
by the Catholic interests in Ba- 
varia, the Western-minded inter- 
ests of the Rhineland, and the 
big business interests of West- 
phalia. 


The Bonn constitution, or “basic 
law,” as its authors prefer to call 
it, is the product of a struggle 
among the Germans. The issue in 
that struggle has been whether 
the Social Democrats who are So- 
cialists and nationalists, or the 
Christian Democrats who are con- 
servatives but on the whole also 
nationalist, should have the lead- 
ing place in the unification of 
Germany and its liberation from 
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that the partition and the occupa- 
tion are transitory. 

The Bonn constitution is mani- 
festly an ambiguous document, de- 
signed for negotiation with the

Nationalism’s Big Chance. 


The text is devised so that a 
government controlled by na- 
tionalists can readily dominate the 
whole of Germany on all questions 
which would arise between Ger- 
many and Russia. The Social 
Democrats are nationalists, and 
they have succeeded in getting a 
draft constitution which would en- 
able them, if they controlled the 
government, to negotiate from 
Berlin for the whole of Germany. 

That does not mean that they 


lite. Germans have bigger 
ideas than that. But it does mean 
that they have, with our approval, 
put themselves in a position to 


negotiate with the Russians while | 
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we negotiate with the Russians. 


It seems reasonably certain that 
things have developed to a point 
where the whole problem of a 
German peace treaty will at least 
have to be examined in Paris. 
It may be possible, and certainly 
it would be preferable, to agree 
on an interim regime, and not to 
conclude a peace treaty until
